Following-up on Financial Aid

Amidst the budget cuts 
and fiscal problems of the slate, 
many Colleges and Universities 
within the state system have 
fallen onto hard times. 
Admission of new students into 
state schools for spring 
semester has become almost 
extinct, and even students with 
high academic standing are 
having a hard time registering 
for classes. 

Here at the University 
of Lowell things aren’t looking 
quite so bleak. The 
administration has worked hard 
along with students to see that 
positive messages are sent out. 
The new registration process 
for next semester went 
smoothly, and unlike other state 
schools. The University of 
Lowell has turned no one away. 
In fact we’ve even found room 
for some new students. 

For the coming fall 
semester, ULowell is offering 
approximately 1700 

undergraduate classes, this is 
the same number that has been 
offered in past years. Also, 
7200 undergraduate students 
have been enrolled for next 
semester. This number is also 


just about equal to last year. 

The big question is 
why has the University of 
Lowell fared so well. The 
answer lies in the 
administration and their 
handling of cuts and spending. 
All of the cuts came in places 
other than faculty and courses. 
Spending in areas such as 
maintenance, service contracts, 
heating and lighting was 
cutback. As President Hogan 
said, “Our only remaining 
resource is that of 
personnel.”—an area he refuses 
to cut 

In a letter the President 
has sent out to admitted 
incoming transfer students, he 
admits “The buildings may be 
cool, and the parking lots full, 
but we are fulfilling our 
commitment to our students by 
providing a full array of courses 
and programs. 

President Hogan also 
says he looks forward to 
welcoming new students to the 
University in January, and 
trusts that the educational 
experience at ULowell will be 
rewarding for students, as well 
as for the University.

seeks participants for Soviet Tour 


A. Nick Minton, Associate 
Professor of Political Science at 
the University of Lowell, has 
announced an eleven day trip to 
the Soviet Union for March 15- 
25, 1990, coinciding with 
Spring Vacation at the 
University of Lowell. The tour 
which he prepared will include 
visits to Moscow, Leningrad, 
and Novgorod in the USSR and 
Helsinki in Finland. 
Participants in the tour will visit 
many places of historic and 
cultural interest including the 
Moscow Kremlin, St. Basil’s 
Cathedral, Lenin’s Tomb, Red 
Square, the famous GUM 
Department Store, the Moscow 
Metro, Novodevichy Convent, 
the Novgorod Kremlin, Smolny 
Convent and Institute, St. 
Isaac’s Cathedral, the historic 
Winter Palace and Hermitage 
Museum, the Museum of the 
Revolution, the Peter and Paul 
Fortress, and one of the grand 
summer palaces of the czars 
near Leningrad. Arrangements 
have been made, also, to have 
meetings and discussions with 
students and other Soviet 
citizens. Three evening 
performances of either ballet, 
theatre, or the renowned 
Russian circus will be included 


in the tour. 

The eleven day tour is priced 
at $1539 which includes all air 
and rail transportation costs, 
first-class twin occupancy hotel 
accommodations in Moscow, 
Novgorod, Leningrad, and 
Helsinki, three meals daily in 
the USSR and breakfast in 
Helsinki, all arranged 
sightseeing and other activities, 
the services of an English- 
speaking Intourist guide in the 
USSR, all transfers and 
baggage handling, and the 
USSR visa fee. Single 
accommodations can be 
arranged. The number of 
participants is limited to 25. 
The tour is open to anyone who 
is interested. Registration is 
requested by January 5, 1990. 
Professor Minton has made 
several visits to the Soviet 
Union and led a similar tour 
last year.

College Experience 


They say that the “college 
experience’’ is supposed to con¬ 
sist of more than simply getting 
up in the morning, going to 
class and then going home. 
Let’s face it, in a few years 
we’ll all be out in the “real 
world” at which point we may 
wish that we had spent more 
time really learning during that 
brief period called our “college 
years”. 

The relevance of this state¬ 
ment applies to a new program 
that the University of Lowell 
has started this year on campus. 


This program is aptly titled the 
“Living-Learning” Center and 
so far is the first of its kind here 
at the university. It is modeled 
after programs at other univer¬ 
sities across the country which 
all share a basic concept: stu¬ 
dents living together who pos¬ 
sess common interests and aca¬ 
demic studies will be more 
inclined to learn than those who 
are going at it individually. 

In the case of ULowell’s Liv¬ 
ing-Learning Center (LLC) the 
common thread happens to be 
the study of international rela¬ 


tions. Each one of the students 
involved, regardless of major, is 
a member of the university’s 
international Relations Club. 
This club’s reputation speaks 
for itself, having won four 
national titles in simulated 
diplomatic exercises. A few 
months ago the group helped 
sponsor the appearance of 
Bernard Mills, an ex-UN diplo¬ 
mat and renowned expert on 
Middle Eastern affairs. More 
recently members of the LLC 
flew to Toronto to participate in 
the 1989 Middle East Studies 


Convention. The convention is 
a week-long event that is held 
once a year at different loca¬ 
tions around the world. Those 
who attended, faculty and stu¬ 
dents alike, were exposed to the 
cutting edge of information on 
the Middle East in the form of 
expert lectures and new books. 
Just two weeks ago some mem¬ 
bers of the LLC attended a lec¬ 
ture on US-Soviet relations 
delivered by Marvin Kalb at 
Northeastern University. 

Any interested students are 
welcome to participate in the 


group’s educational excursions. 
The LLC is located in room 
401 of New North Hall. For 
more information contact Dean 
Bergeron at 934-4274 or 
Michael Armini at 934-6349. 

As for next semester, the 
group will be accompanying 
the rest of the International 
Relations club to Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, Washington D.C. and 
New York to participate in this 
year’s model league confer¬ 
ences.

The Summer Writing 
Program is an annual 
program, that made its debut 
this past summer; it offers an 
array of courses that explore 
different aspects of writing. 

I have been writing poetry 
and fiction for awhile now 
and I was pleased to see the 
courses Creative Writing 
Fiction and Creative Writing 
Poetry offered this past 
summer. The courses were 
quite intense with each class 
meeting for two and a half 
hours each day, four days a 
week. Although this may 
seem like a lot of work I can 
tell you it was time well spent. 

There were, of course, 
other classes such as 
Advanced Expository 
Writing, Reviewing the Arts, 
and Introduction to 
Shakespeare. I took the two 
creative writing courses and 
heard from other people in the 
program that the other classes 
were also very good. I think 
that the readings that took 
place in conjunction with the 
course work were especially 
stimulating. 

One evening we were 
treated to poetry by Karen 
Propp and fiction by Peggy 
Rambuch (the two teachers of 
the Poetry course and the 
Fiction course respectively). 
Another evening we heard 
Maxine Kumin, who drew a 
large crowd, as did the fiction 
reading team of Andre Dubus 
and his son. 

You may be wondering 
why I am writing about this 
Summer Program now. Is it 
because I’m sick of the 
freezing weather we’re having 
and am longing for those 
summer days? Well not 
exactly. I am sick of this 
weather and the classes were 
great but.... 

I’m really writing because 
I think there is a bit of a 
problem. The creative writing 
courses that were offered in 
the summer are not offered 
during the school year. I think 
this is a real loss for the 
students who are unable to 
attend courses in the summer. 
Shouldn’t these great classes 
be made available to all the 
students? 

I know of many students 
who are interested in writing 
and who could not attend the 
classes in the summer for one 
reason or another. The 
English department and the 
whole University would be 
enhanced by the addition of 
creative writing courses. 
Along with the writing 
courses there is the need to 
study great writers. This can 
be done well with most of the 
courses in the English 
department. The only 
exception being in poetry. 

We have a Contemporary 
Fiction course, but no parallel 
course in poetry.

Study shows students will 
cheat for better grades

(CPS) — Students today are 
more interested in getting better 
grades than their predecessors, 
but are more willing to cheat to 
get them, the nation’s professors 
said in a poll. 

Students’ study habits 
generally aren’t very good, the 
professors added in the survey, 
conducted by the Carnegie 
Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching. 
“Today’s faculty present a 
discouraging portrait of 
students,” said Carnegie 
President Ernest Boyer in the 
foreword to “The Condition of 
the Professoriate: Attitudes and 
Trends, 1989,” which was 
released Nov. 5. 

Of the 5,450 professors polled, 
70 percent said students have 
become more grade-conscious 
over the past five years, but 43 
percent said students are more

Office and Financial Aid Office 
are now able to communicate 
through the use of computers. 
These computers allow the 
Business Office to find out the 
scholarship information of any 
student. This will reduce the 
amount of walking students 
with problems will have to do. 

The most common concern of 
students is the status of their 
state scholarship. Last year the 


likely to cheat and 55 percent 
said students do only enough to 
get by. 

“About two-thirds of the 
faculty say that too many 
students are ill-prepared for 
academic life, and they 
conclude that their institution 
spends too much time and 
money teaching students what 
they should have learned in 
high school,” Boyer wrote. 

The study, conducted every 
five years to measure faculty 
members’ feelings and their 
lives, concludes that “public 
education, despite six years of 
reform, is still producing 
inadequately prepared 
students.” 

The professors also thought 
their schools should emphasize 
giving students a broad liberal 
edu ation instead of narrower, 
specialized training. 


Financial Aid Office dealt with 
over a million dollars in state 
scholarships. The process 
which these scholarships must 
follow includes the Board of 
Regents notifying the student, 
and sending the student’s 
financial information to the 
Financial Aid Office. Then the 
Financial Aid Office checks the 
student’s financial situation to 
be sure it is verified. They send 
it back tp the state, where a 
roster is made and sent to the 


State Treasurer’s office, where 
the checks are cut and sent to 
the University. 

Next year’s Financial Aid 
Forms are available at both 
Student Information Centers. 
The time to file is after January 
1, and before March 1. Send 
the Financial Aid Form to the 
state. Last year the Financial 
Aid Office dealt with over 
6,000 forms. 

Currently the Financial Aid 
Office is gathering information 


for students to help them file for 
financial aid. There are several 
pamphlets available to students. 
One of these pamphlets list 
many state scholarships and 
loans. It is available in front of 
the Financial Aid Office. 

The Financial Aid Office is 
on campus to help students. If 
you have any problems with 
financial aid, stop by the office. 
It is located on the second floor 
of the Mary McGauvran 
Student Union Building.

Historic Deerfield Summer 


In the summer of 1990, Historic 
Deerfield will once again conduct a 
course for undergraduates interested 
in careers in the museum profession 
and related fields. The thirt-fifth 
annual Summer Program in Early 
American History and Material Cul¬ 
ture will be conducted at the Deer¬ 
field Massachusetts museum village 
complex from mid-June to 
mid_August. Between six and ten 
college undergraduates will be select¬ 
ed from a competitive pool of appli¬ 
cants to participate in a program of 
museum apprenticeship and indepen¬ 
dent study. 

the Historic Deerfield program began 
in 1956 when wone Amherst college 
student spent the summer at deerfiled 
in a program of supervised study. 
Since then, 283 others have jpartici- 
pated in the program. They have 
come from colleges and universities 
throughout the United States; the pro¬ 
gram selection committes have 
always emphasized broad geographic 


distribution. In 1989 students came 
from as nearby as Hapshire and Mid- 
dlebury Colleges and from as far as 
the University of California at Irving. 
The diversity of student backgrounds 
has led to lively discussin and sharp 
observation of the history and culture 
of the three-hundred year old village 
of Deerfield. 

The Deerfield program is nine weeks 
in length and includes classroom lec¬ 
tures, seminar discussions, and indi¬ 
vidual tutorials, students gain experi¬ 
ence in interpretation by guiding in 
the Historic Deerfild museum houses. 
They broaden their perspective on the 
museum field in a series of trips to 
other museums like Old Sturbridge 
Village, Plimoth Plantation, Straw- 
bery Banke, The Yale University Art 
Gallery, Winterthur, and Colonial 
Williamsburg. Each student is 
responsible for a seminar paper based 
on original research in the museum 
collections and/or research libraries 
at Deerfield. The combined collec- 


Program — 

tions of printed books and 
manuscripts in the Pocumtuck Valley 
Memorial Association Library, 
founded in 1870, make Historic 
Deerfield one of the best documented 
small communities in the United 
States. 

Applicants to the Historic Deerfield 
Summer Program must be undergrad¬ 
uates of sophomore, junior, or senior 
standing in an American or Canadian 
college as of January 1, 1990. Com¬ 
pleted applications will be reviewed 
between March 1 and April 1, 1990. 
Application fro ms may be obtained

The fee for the 1990 Summer Pro¬ 
gram, including room, board, tuition, 
and fild trip expenses, has been set at 
$2,300.
